Learned journals

Applications on behalf of journals sponsored 
by individual universities or special groups of scholars can be 
considered only after these journals have appeared on a regular 
schedule and at an adequate frequency for a two-year period, 
and have generally won the acceptance of the research com- 
munity as a major outlet for scholarly publication in that dis- 
cipline. 

4. Evidence will be required of a satisfactory international or 
national ‘reach’, both in terms of contributions attracted and 
of circulation. 











Scholarly Manuscripts

Scholars 
seeking such assistance should apply on their own behalf, 
describing the nature and programme of the conference, its 
relevance to their own current research interests and what part 
they will play in the proceedings.

Fellowships 
tenable in 1970-71 


The Council’s programme of fellowships this year consists 
of two competitions: 
Doctoral Fellowships, and Leave Fellowships. 


Doctoral Fellowships (approximately 2325) 

Eligibility: Persons who, by the time of taking up the award, 
can provide evidence that they 

1) are registered in a programme of studies leading to a 
doctoral degree or the equivalent and 

2) have completed at least one year of graduate studies 
beyond the Honours B.A. degree or its equivalent. 


Value: a) Up to $3,500 for students in the first two years 
of a doctoral programme. 

b) Up to $4,500 for students who have completed the first 
two years of their programme. For teachers or the 
equivalent, i.e. those who at any time relinquished 
full-time professional employment in order to take up 
graduate studies, the corresponding rates will be in 
category (a) up to $4,500 and in category (b) up to $5,500. 
Plus travel allowance (for the award-holder only) where 
necessary. A very limited number of the most meritorious 
candidates among students, i.e. those not qualifying for the 
“teacher” classification, will be granted an extra $1,000. 


Length of Tenure: Twelve months or less. Renewable upon 
application, provided that acceptable evidence of satis- 
factory progress is submitted, normally up to a maximum 

of four awards. In any event, no candidate will be supported 
beyond the tourth year of a doctoral programme. 

Place of tenure: In Canada or elsewhere. 

Closing date: December 15th, 1969. 

Announcement: After March 16th, 1970. 


Post-doctoral fellowships: suspended for the year 
1970-71 


Leave Fellowships (approximately 135) 


Eligibility: Open to members of staff of Canadian universities — 
and other scholars who by the time of taking up the award 

will be engaged in independent research or other form of 
creative scholarship while on leave of absence, on partial 

or no salary. 


Note:- when applying it is not necessary for the candidate 
to know whether he will obtain leave of absence. These 
tellowships are not for the purpose of obtaining a degree. 


Value: Up to $7,000 for award-holders of at least university 
associate professor status. Up to $5,000 for others than 
above. 

Plus travel allowance for the award-holder only. 
Additional allowance of up to $1,000 may also be granted 
for research expenses. 


Length of tenure: One year or less. 
Place of tenure: In Canada or elsewhere. 
Closing date: October 1st, 1969. 
Announcement: Early December, 1969. 


Citizenship and Residence 

Doctoral Fellowships: These fellowships are available to 
Canadian citizens, or to non-Canadian citizens residing in 
Canada. However, for non-Canadian citizens residing in 
Canada, the following conditions must be met: 

a) if they are employed as teachers at a Canadian university 
they must hold landed immigrant status by the 1st of April, 
1970; b) if they are students: (i) those intending to study 
in Canada must hold landed immigrant status by the 1st of 
April 1970; (ii) those intending to study abroad must have 
held landed immigrant status for at least one year prior to 
the 1st of April 1970. 


Leave Fellowships: These fellowships are available to 
candidates holding Canadian citizenship, domicile or 
residence. 


Grants 


The Council offers a variety of grants intended to sustain 
and promote advanced scholarship in Canada by defraying 
the costs of research, by enlarging the opportunities for 
scholarly communication and by facilitating the publication 
of the results of research. 


Research Grants 

(Application forms available on request) 

The Council awards grants to promote advanced research in 
the social sciences and humanities, the term “research”’ 
being taken to include all forms of scholarly inquiry and all 
activities associated therewith. The Research Grants Pro- 
gramme is designed primarily to meet the needs of career 
scholars in Canadian universities, but researchers not 
employed by a university may qualify if their applications 
meet the same standards of judgement as to scholarly 
merit. 


Research Grants are given only in support of free 
research, initiated by the applicants, who must apply on 
their own behalf and not on behalf of or in the name of an 
institution. Contractual or commissioned research does not 
qualify for support. Nor are research grants given for work 
undertaken as part of the applicant’s formal programme of 
studies leading to a degree. 

The range of research qualifying for support embraces 
generally the various branches of the social sciences and 
humanities including inter-disciplinary projects. It does not, 
however, include projects concerned essentially with im- 
proving professional practice — for example, in accountancy, 
law, library science, paedagogy or social work. Costs 
relating to publication cannot be met under this programme 
(see Publication Grants). 

Research Grants are intended to defray actual costs 
(subject to some limitation as to rates) attributable to a 
project. No provision is made for income for the principal 
investigators nor for overhead costs of universities. 

Applications may be submitted at any time during the 
year and should be sent at least three months in advance of 
earmeetings of the Council, which normally occur in 
mid-February, early April, late May, mid-August and 
mid-November. 

All applications for Research Grants must now be sub- 
mitted on the appropriate Canada Council form, supplies of 
which should be available at all Canadian universities or 
can be obtained on request from the Social Sciences and 
Humanities Division of the Council. 

The Council is prepared to support research projects over 
a number of years subject to annual evaluation of progress. 


Publication Grants 


Learned journals 


(Application forms available on request) 

The Canada Council assists learned journals in the social 
sciences and humanities to achieve and maintain those 
standards of excellence that will earn them recognition 

as prime reference material in the disciplines concerned 
and as outlets for the most significant results of Canadian 
scholarship. To qualify for support by the Council, a journal 
must be published and edited in Canada, on a regular 
schedule, and must be a non-profit and non-governmental 
undertaking. The following additional considerations apply: 
1. The journal must aim at the publication of the fruits of 
research and not be devoted to the reprinting of 
proceedings or addresses. Bulletins, house organs, journals 
serving practitioners and periodicals dealing with current 
affairs will not be considered. 

2. The journal must meet the specialized needs of a well- 
defined discipline, but journals of an inter-disciplinary 
character will be considered if the cluster of disciplines 
represented corresponds to an accepted area of university 
programming. 

3. As arule, applications must be submitted by national 
learned societies on behalf of periodicals which they 
publish as their official journals. Applications on behalf of 
journals sponsored by individual universities or special 
groups of scholars can be considered only after these 
journals have appeared on a regular schedule and at an 
adequate frequency for a two-year period, and have gene- 
rally won the acceptance of the research community as a 
major outlet for scholarly publication in that discipline. 

The Council will want to satisfy itself that such publications 
do not involve a fragmentation of effort that is likely to 
impair the quality of Canadian publication activity in the 
relevant areas of research. 

4. Evidence will be required of a satisfactory international 
or national “‘reach” both in terms of contributions attracted 
and of circulation. 


Scholarly manuscripts 

In addition, the Council assists the publication of scholarly 
manuscripts through block grants made to the Humanities 
Research Council of Canada and the Social Science Re- 
search Council of Canada and administered directly by 
these two Councils. A letter of application should be sent 
directly to these Research Councils at 151 Slater Street, 
Ottawa 4. At least one copy of the manuscript (preferably 
two) must be submitted before any final arrangements are 
made with a publisher. 


Meetings and Exchanges 


The Council recognizes that opportunities for research and 
publication must be supplemented by opportunities for the 
exchange of ideas among scholars sharing common inter- 

ests. It therefore provides assistance for a number of forms 
of scholarly communication. 
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Travel to international conferences abroad 
(Application forms available) 
Grants will be made to assist Canadian scholars, in limited 
numbers, to take part in international learned conferences 
abroad devoted to the discussion of current research. 
Scholars seeking such assistance should apply on their 
own behalf, describing the nature and programme of the 
conference. Its relevance to their own current research 
interests and what part they will play in the proceedings. 
As the number of applicants frequently exceeds the number 
of grants that can be awarded in respect of a particular 
conference, applicants are strongly urged to obtain the 
endorsation of an appropriate Canadian learned society. 
Assistance by the Council is normally limited to travel 
costs, at rates not exceeding economy air fares. 
Limited resources do not allow the Council to entertain 
requests for attendance at annual meetings of national 
learned societies of the United States or other foreign 
countries. 


Travel to Canadian learned societies 

Assistance for attending the annual meetings of Canadian 
learned societies is given by the Canada Council in the 
form of block grants made to the Humanities Research 
Council of Canada and the Social Science Research 
Council of Canada. 


Occasional conferences and seminars 

(Application forms available) 

The Council wishes also to encourage occasional meetings 
and colloquia of scholars wanting to exchange experience, 
acquaint themselves with the work of their colleagues and 
co-ordinate their activities in a specific area of study or 
research, and grants are made for this purpose. In making 
such grants the Council wishes particularly to encourage 
communication among scholars in the various parts of 
Canada, who share common interests, although it is recog- 
nized that the inclusion of specialists from other countries 
can have a stimulating and enriching effect. Applications 
should, as a general rule, be sponsored by the host univer- 
sity or by a learned society, and should be supported by an 
explanation of the purpose and programme of the meeting 
and an indication of the likely participants, as well as a full 
budget in which is shown the degree of support being 
received from the host institutions or from other sources. 


Suspended programmes 
Post-doctoral fellowships, grants to assist universities in 


bringing visiting scholars to their faculties, and grants for 
the purchase of library research collections are not being 
offered for 1970-71.

Introduction 


The purpose of this booklet is to describe the various 
forms of assistance offered by the Canada Council in 
the humanities and social sciences, and to set out in 
general terms the conditions under which fellowships 
and grants are made. Prospective candidates are re- 
quested to read it carefully, paying special attention 
to eligibility requirements in relation to the type of 
assistance they need, and to the deadlines where ap- 
plicable. 


The Council’s programs of fellowships and grants ex- 
tend to undertakings of an interdisciplinary nature, 
but not to those which are more closely identified with 
the physical and biological sciences or with profes- 
sional training.

Eligibility 

Eligible for this competition are persons who, by the 
time of taking up the fellowship, can provide evidence 
that they (a) are registered in a program of studies 
leading to a doctoral degree or the equivalent, and (b) 
have completed one year of graduate study beyond the 
Honours B.A. or its equivalent. 


Note: In no case will the Council provide support be- 
yond the fourth year of full-time doctoral studies fol- 
lowing the completion of the eligibility requirements 
outlined in the preceding paragraph. 


Categories of Applicants 
Applicants for a first award are at the time of appli- 
cation in one of the two following categories: 


Category |: candidates who are registered at a Cana- 
dian university and are working full-time on their 
program, including those who have completed their 
doctoral course work but are doing full-time research 
elsewhere.

Category I/: includes (a) members of teaching staff of 
Canadian universities who are not registered as candi- 
dates studying full-time and who intend to return to 
full-time graduate studies; and (b) Canadian students 
at foreign universities; and (c) other persons not regis- 
tered at a Canadian university and who intend to re- 
turn to full-time graduate studies.

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Citizenship or Immigrant Status 

Fellowships for candidates registered in Canadian uni- 
versities are available to (a) Canadian citizens and to 
(b) nationals of other countries who have obtained 
landed immigrant status in Canada by December 15, 
1970. 


Fellowships for candidates registered in foreign uni- 
versities are available to (a) Canadian citizens and (b) 
under the following conditions to nationals of other 
countries: 


i they must have obtained landed immigrant status 
in Canada by December 15, 1970; and 


ii at time of application they must also have held 
full-time appointments for two years as members of 
faculty in a Canadian university; and 


iii they must in addition produce satisfactory evidence 
that they will be returning to a Canadian academic 
appointment on completion of their fellowship. 


Note: These regulations do not apply to applicants hold- 
ing a Council fellowship for 1971-72 who are eligible 
to request a renewal. 





Value 

The basic value of the fellowship is (a) up to $3,500 
for students in the first two years of a doctoral pro- 
gram and (b) up to $4,500 for students who have com- 
pleted the first two years of their program. In either 
case the value is determined by the stage of studies 
reached in relation to the requirements mentioned 
above under “eligibility”. 


For teachers or the equivalent, the corresponding rates 
will be in group (a) up to $4,500 and in group (b) 
$5,500. (To be included in the “teacher or equivalent” 
group the candidate must submit evidence from the 
employer that after obtaining his baccalaureate he 

has been employed in Canada in a full-time capacity 
for at least 24 consecutive months before taking up or 
resuming graduate studies. For Canadian citizens this 
employment could have taken place outside Canada). 


Plus travel allowance (for the award-yolder only) 
where necessary. 


In the event that doctoral fellowships become subject 
to income tax, the Council will make an adjustment 
to offset, in a general way, the impact of such tax- 
ation; award-holders will be notified of the nature and 
extent of this adjustment. 


Length of Tenure 

Twelve months or less. Applications are accepted fora 
full twelve months, for an academic year, or fora 
shorter period of not less than four months. Awards 
are pro-rated in value according to the length of the 
period of tenure. 


The fellowships are renewable upon application, pro- 
vided that acceptable evidence of satisfactory progress 
is submitted, up to amaximum of four awards. 


No fellowship can be granted beyond the fourth year 
following completion of academic eligibility.

(a) will be on partial salary and (b) will have held full- 
time faculty appointments at Canadian universities for 
at least five years during the six year period which be- 
gan in 1966. 


The competition is open only to (a) Canadian citizens 
and (b) nationals of other countries who have obtained 
landed immigrant status in Canada by October 1, 1971. 


It is important to note that: 
| Up to two of the qualifying years may be counted 
for time spent on public service with the Govern- 
ment of Canada or provincial and municipal govern- 
ments, or with their respective departments, agen- 
cies, boards or commissions.

The Council wishes also to encourage occasional meet- 
ings and colloquia of scholars wanting to exchange 
experience, acquaint themselves with the work of their 
colleagues and coordinate their activities in a specific 
area of study or research, and grants are made for this 
purpose. In making such grants the Council wishes 
particularly to encourage communication among 
scholars in the various parts of Canada who share 
common interests, although it is recognized that the 
inclusion of specialists from other countries can have a 
stimulating and enriching effect. Applications should, 
as a general rule, be sponsored by the host university 
or by a learned society, and should be supported by an 
explanation of the purpose and program of the meeting 
and an indication of the likely participants, as well as 

a full budget in which is shown the degree of support 
being received from the host institutions or from other 
sources.

Grants to assist universities in bringing visiting 
scholars to their faculties, and grants for the purchase 
of library research collections are not being offered 
for 1972-73. 


However, the grants offered by the Government of 
Canada through the Canada Council to Canadian uni- 
versities to bring in visiting scholars (as mentioned at 
bottom of page 71) remain in effect as in the previous 
years.

Introduction 


The purpose of this booklet is to describe the various 
forms of assistance offered by the Canada Council in 
the humanities and social sciences, and to set out in 
general terms the conditions under which fellowships 
and grants are made. Prospective candidates are re- 
quested to read it carefully, paying special attention 
to eligibility requirements in relation to the type of 
assistance they need, and to the deadlines where 
applicable. 


The Council’s programs of fellowships and grants 
extend to undertakings of an interdisciplinary nature, 
but not to those which are more closely identified with 
the physical and biological sciences or with pro- 
fessional training.

Eligibility 

Eligible for this competition are persons who, by the 
time of taking up the fellowship, will have completed 
one year of graduate study beyond the Honours B.A. 
or its equivalent, and will be registered in a program 
of studies leading to the Ph.D. or its equivalent. 


Maximum number of awards: |In no case will the 
Council provide support beyond the fourth year of full- 
time doctoral studies following the completion of the 
eligibility requirements outlined in the above para- 
graph. 


Categories of Applicants 

Applicants for a first award should apply under either 
of two categories, depending upon their status at time 
of application, and regardless of where they intend to 
study in 1973-74. 


Category |: Candidates who are registered at a Cana- 
dian university and are working full-time on their 
program, including those who have completed their 
doctoral course work but are doing full-time research 
elsewhere.

Category I/: Canadian students at foreign universities; 
members of teaching staff of Canadian universities 
who are not registered as candidates studying full 
time but intend to return to full-time graduate studies; 
and other persons not registered at a Canadian uni- 
versity who intend to return to full-time graduate 
studies.

Renewals 

Candidates who were offered a Canada Council 
doctoral fellowship for the current year may apply 
for a renewal for 1973-74 provided they are in the 
first or second year of full-time doctoral studies 
following the completion of the requirements outlined 
under “eligibility”. (Renewals are granted on 
submission of evidence of satisfactory progress. For 
application forms, see the /ntroduction on page 2). 


However, candidates must re-enter the competition 
under either Category | or Il if at the time of applica- 
tion for a renewal they are in their third year of full- 
time doctoral studies following the completion of the 
requirements outlined above under “eligibility”. 


Citizenship or Immigrant Status 

Fellowships for tenure in Canadian universities are 
available to (a) Canadian citizens and to (b) nationals 
of other countries who have obtained landed immi- 
grant status in Canada by December 15, 1971. 


Fellowships for tenure in foreign universities are 
available to (a) Canadian citizens and (b) under the 
following conditions to nationals of other countries: 


i they must have obtained landed immigrant status 
in Canada by December 15, 1971; and 


ii at time of application they must also have held 
full-time appointments for two years as members 
of faculty in a Canadian university; and 


iii they must in addition produce satisfactory evidence 
that they will be returning to a Canadian academic 
appointment on completion of their fellowship. 
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Value 

The basic value of the fellowship is (a) up to 

$3,500 for students in the first two years of a doctoral 
program and (b) up to $4,500 for students who have 
completed the first two years of their program. In 
either case the value is determined by the stage of 
studies reached in relation to the requirements men- 
tioned above under “eligibility”. 


For teachers or the equivalent, the corresponding rates 
will be in group (a) up to $4,500 and in group (b) 
$5,500. (To be included in the “teacher or equivalent” 
group the candidate must submit evidence from the 
employer that after obtaining his bachelor’s degree he 
has been employed in Canada in a full-time capacity 
for at least 24 consecutive months before taking 

up or resuming graduate studies. For Canadian citi- 
zens this employment could have taken place outside 
Canada). 


Plus travel allowance (for the award-holder only) 
where necessary. 


Length of Tenure 

Applications are accepted for a full twelve months, 
or for a shorter period of not less than four months. 
Awards are pro-rated in value according to the length 
of the period of tenure. 


Place of Tenure 
In Canada or elsewhere, subject to above citizenship 
and immigrant status requirements.

The Council awards grants to promote advanced 
research in the humanities and social sciences, the 
term “research” being taken to include all forms 

of scholarly inquiry and all activities associated 
therewith. The Research Grants Program is designed 
primarily to meet the needs of career scholars in 
Canadian universities, but researchers not employed 
by a university may qualify if their applications 

meet the same standards of judgement as to scholarly 
merit. 


Research Grants are given only in support of research 
initiated by the applicants, who must apply on their 
own behalf and not on behalf of or in the name of 
an institution. Contractual or commissioned research 
does not qualify for support. Nor are research grants 
given for work undertaken as part of the applicant’s 
formal program of studies leading to a degree. 

The range of research qualifying for support embraces 
generally the various branches of the humanities 
and social sciences including interdisciplinary 
projects. It does not, however, include projects 
concerned essentially with improving professional 
practice-for example, in accountancy, law, library 
science, paedagogy or social work. Costs relating to 
publication cannot be met under this program (see 
Aid to Learned Journals and the Appendix). 


Research Grants are intended to defray actual direct 
costs (subject to some limitation as to rates) 
attributable to a project. No provision is made for in- 
come for the principal investigators nor for overhead 
costs of universities. 


Applications may be submitted at any time during 
the year and should be sent at least four months 

in advance of the meetings of the Council, which 
normally occur in March, end of May, September and 
December. Deadlines for applications to be presented 
at these meetings are November 1, February 1, May 1 
and August 1. 


All applications for Research Grants must be sub- 
mitted on the appropriate Canada Council form, 
supplies of which should be available at all Canadian 
universities or can be obtained on request from the 
Humanities and Social Sciences Division of the 
Council. Applicants are urged to read carefully the 
Guide to Applicants before filling out the form. 


The Council is prepared to support research projects 
over a number of years subject to annual evaluation 
of progress, and has recently introduced a new 
program of extended grants.

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Aid to Learned Journals 


Under its general program of aid to the humanities 
and social sciences, the Canada Council makes 
sustaining grants to Canadian learned journals in this 
field.

To be eligible for such awards, journals must have a 
field of interest within the humanities and social 
sciences, although the Council may, as a matter of 
exception, consider periodicals which are partially 
concerned with other areas of activity. Journals must 
also be published and edited in Canada, havea regular 
schedule of publication and meet a number of other 
conditions as to content, sponsorship and purpose.

The Council recognizes that opportunities for research 
and publication must be supplemented by oppor- 
tunities for the exchange of ideas among scholars 
sharing common interests. It therefore provides 
assistance for a number of forms of scholarly 
communication. 


Travel to international conferences abroad

Grants will be made to assist Canadian scholars, in 
limited numbers, to take part in international learned 
conferences abroad devoted to the discussion of 
Current research. Scholars seeking assistance should 
apply on their own behalf on the appropriate form 
describing the nature and program of the conference, 
its relevance to their own research interests and their 
role in the proceedings.

or to the fact that they are either representing a 
Canadian learned society or attending as members of 
the Executive of an international body. As the number 
of applicants frequently exceeds the number of grants 
that can be awarded in respect of a particular con- 
ference, applicants are strongly urged to obtain the 
endorsement of an appropriate Canadian learned 
society. Assistance by the Council is limited to actual 
travel costs, at rates not exceeding economy air fares. 


Limited resources do not allow the Council to entertain 
requests for attendance at annual meetings of national 
learned societies of the United States or other foreign 
countries. Applications may be submitted at any time 
of the year, but at least three months before need. 


Travel grants are not given for the following purposes: 


i tours of teaching or research at institutions in 
foreign countries; 


ii series of visits or consultations with other 
specialists; 


iii participation in summer schools, institutions or 
seminars, or other forms of extended conferences 
with a training or upgrading orientation; 


iv lecture, study tours or visits in North America or 
abroad. 


Travel to Canadian learned societies 

Assistance for attendance at the annual meetings of 
Canadian learned societies is given by the Canada 
Council in the form of block grants made to the 
Humanities Research Council of Canada and the 
Social Science Research Council of Canada.

The Council also makes grants to encourage 
occasional meetings and colloquia of scholars who 
wish to exchange experience, acquaint themselves 
with the work of their colleagues and coordinate their 
activities in a specific area of study or research. 

The grants are mostly intended to encourage com- 
munication among scholars in the various parts of 
Canada who share common interests, although it is 
recognized that the inclusion of specialists from other 
countries can be valuable. Applications should 
normally be sponsored by the host university or by a 
learned society, and should be supported by an 
explanation of the purpose and program of the 
meeting and a list of scholars likely to participate, 

as well as a full budget which includes the support 
being received from the host institutions and other 
sources. Applications should be submitted at least four 
months in advance of the meetings of Council, which 
normally occur in March, June, September and 
December.

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Background Note on 
the Canada Council 


The Canada Council was created by Parliament in 
1957 as an independent body responsible for 
promoting the arts, humanities and social sciences. 
It carries out its work mainly through a broad program 
of fellowships and grants. The Council also shares 
responsibility for Canada’s cultural relations with 
other countries, administers the Canadian Commission 
for Unesco, and has initiated special programs with 
.funds from private benefactors. 


The Council sets its own policies and makes its own 
\decisions within the terms of the Canada Council Act. 
It reports to Parliament through the Secretary of 
State and appears regularly before several 
parliamentary committees. The Council is also re- 
presented on federal government committees on 
Cultural matters. 


The Canada Council is a board of 21 members, in- 
cluding a Chairman and Vice-Chairman. Members 
continue to be active in their normal occupations in 
various parts of Canada. They are appointed by the 
federal cabinet, as are two full-time officials of the 
Council, the Director and Associate Director. Day to 
day work is Carried out by a permanent staff in 
Ottawa. 


The Council bases its decisions on the advice of 
outside experts. It receives particular assistance in 
policy and other matters from the Advisory Arts Panel 
and Advisory Academic Panel. In addition advisors are 
consulted individually or in ad hoc juries. 


An annual grant from Parliament is the Council’s 
most important source of income, followed by income 
on the Endowment Fund established by Parliament in 
1957. In addition, the Council has received substantial 
amounts in private donations and bequests.

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Research Grants 


The Council awards grants to promote advanced 
research in the Humanities and Social Sciences, the 
term “‘research”’ being taken to include all forms of 
scholarly inquiry and all activities associated 
therewith. The Research Grants Program is designed 
primarily to meet the needs of career scholars in 
Canadian universities, but researchers not employed 
by a university may qualify if their applications meet 
the same standards of judgement as to scholarly 
merit. 


Research Grants are given only in support of research 
initiated by the applicants, who must apply on their 
own behalf and not on behalf of orin the name of an 
institution. Contractual or commissioned research 
does not qualify for support. Nor are research grants 
given for work undertaken as part of the applicant’s 
formal program of studies leading to a degree. 

The range of research qualifying for support generally 
embraces the various branches of the Humanities and 
Social Sciences including interdisciplinary projects. 
It does not, however, include projects concerned 
essentially with improving professional practice, for 
example, in accountancy, law, library science, 
paedagogy or social work. Costs relating to publica- 
tion cannot be met under this program (see Aid to 
Scholarly Publication, page 11). 


Research Grants are intended to defray actual direct 
costs (subject to some limitation as to rates) attribut- 
able to a project. No provision is made for income for 
the principal investigators nor for overhead costs of 
universities. 


Applications may be submitted at any time during the 
year and should be sent at least four months in 
advance of the meetings of the Council, which 
normally occur in March, end of May, September and 


December. Deadlines for applications to be presented 
at these meetings are November 1, February 1, May 1 
and August 1. 


All applications for Research Grants must be sub- 
mitted on the appropriate Canada Council form. 
Applicants are urged to read carefully the Guide to 
Applicants before filling out the form. 


The Council is prepared to support research projects 
over a number of years subject to annual evaluation 
of progress. 


Research grants are not given for the following 
purposes: 

preparation of a text-book, reader, handbook or 
manual of instruction; 

compilation of lists, indexes or previously published 
statistical material; 

popularization of the scholarly works of others; 
work intended primarily for a popular or mass 
audience or for juveniles; 

collection or preparation of material primarily 
intended for class-room needs or teaching;

Aid to Scholarly Publication 


Learned Journals 

Under its general program of aid to the Humanities 
and Social Sciences, the Canada Council makes 
sustaining grants to Canadian learned journals in 
this field. 


Grants are awarded on the basis of quality, and the 
size of a grant is determined with the aid of a formula. 
To be eligible for such awards, journals must have a 
field of interest within the Humanities and Social 
Sciences, although the Council may, as a matter of 
exception, consider periodicals which are partially 
concerned with other areas of activity. Journals must 
also be published and edited in Canada, have a 
regular schedule of publication and meet a number of 
other conditions as to content, sponsorship and 
purpose. 


The Council considers applications once a year. It has 
set 1 September, 1973, as the deadline for the receipt 
of applications for grants in 1974. 


Detailed information about eligibility, application 
procedure and determination of awards is provided in 
the booklet entitled Aid to Learned Journals in the 
Humanities and Social Sciences, available from the 
Council.

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Scholarly Manuscripts 

The Council also assists the publication of scholarly 
manuscripts through block grants made to the 
Humanities Research Council of Canada and the 
Social Science Research Council of Canada and 
administered directly by these two Councils. Only 
book-length manuscripts of advanced scholarly 
research which make an original contribution to 
Knowledge are assisted.

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Travel and Conference Grants 


The Council recognizes that opportunities for re- 
search and publication must be supplemented by 
opportunities for the exchange of ideas among 
scholars sharing common interests. It therefore 
provides assistance for a number of forms of 
scholarly communication. 


Travel to Canadian learned societies 

Assistance for attendance at the annual meetings of 
Canadian learned societies is given by the Canada 
Council in the form of block grants made to the 
Humanities Research Council of Canada and the 
Social Science Research Council of Canada. Inquiries 
should be directed to the Research Councils at 151 
Slater Street, Ottawa, Ontario, K1P 5H3. Applications 
from individuals will not be entertained. 


Travel to international conferences abroad* 

Grants are available to a limited number of scholars, 
who must be full-time members of Canadian university 
faculties, Canadian citizens, or established residents 
of Canada. 


Assistance is provided for participation in the dis- 
cussion of current research at international learned 
conferences abroad (except the U.S.A.), in the form 
of actual travel costs at air economy rates. Not 
covered are subsistence, lodging, documentation and 
registration fees. Annual meetings are not included. 


Scholars seeking assistance should apply on their own 
behalf on the appropriate form, describing the pro- 
gram of the conference and the nature of their 
participation in it. They should also attach copies of 
the papers or reports they intend to present, which 
should relate to their long-term research interests or 
to the fact that they are either attending as members 
of the executive of an international body, or are

representing a Canadian learned society. The Council 
ordinarily awards a maximum of three grants in 
respect of a particular conference. 


The Council may occasionally be prepared to arrange 
with Canadian learned societies for the distribution of 
available money through their executive bodies. 


Grant applications may be submitted at any time of 
the year, but not less than three months before the 
date of the conference in question. 


Note: An applicant for a research grant (see page 10) 
wishing to attend an international conference during a 
period of research travel abroad, may also apply for 

a travel grant to cover the estimated cost of travel 
from the temporary residence to the conference. 
Copies of application forms for research grants and 
travel grants should be completed with a covering 
letter attached to each, and submitted to the Council 
simultaneously. 


Note: Travel grants are not given for the following 
purposes: 

visits to research or teaching institutions abroad; 
series of visits or consultations with other specialists; 
participation in summer schools, institutions or 
seminars, or other forms of extended conferences 
with a training or upgrading orientation; 

lecture, study tours or visits in North America or 
abroad. 


Occasional conferences* 

The Council also offers grants to encourage occa- 
sional meetings and colloquia held in Canada, for 
scholars wishing to exchange experience, acquaint 
themselves with the work of their colleagues and co- 
ordinate their activities in a specific area of study or

research. These grants are primarily intended to 
encourage communication among scholars across 
Canada who share common interests, but can also 
cover the participation of foreign specialists whose 
interests are relevant to the theme of the meeting. 


Applications should normally be sponsored by a 
learned society or a university, as the host institution 
is usually expected to make a significant contribution 
to the budget. As a rule, the Council limits its support 
to the travel and subsistence of the leading partici- 
pants. A full budget showing support being received 
from all sources, a detailed explanation of the 
purpose and program of the meeting and a list of 
scholars likely to participate should be attached. 


If the amount requested exceeds $5,000, an applic- 
ation should be made four months in advance of any 
one of the meetings of the Canada Council, which 
usually occur in March, end of May, September and 
December. Otherwise, applications should be sub- 
mitted at least four months in advance of the 
proposed meeting. 


Note: The foregoing section does not apply to major 
periodic conferences of world associations when held 
in Canada. Support for such meetings should be 
requested by a special letter.

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Background Note 
on the Canada Council 


The Canada Council was created by Parliament in 
1957 as an independent body responsible for promot- 
ing the arts, humanities and social sciences. It carries 
out its work mainly through a broad program of 
fellowships and grants. The Council also shares 
responsibility for Canada’s cultural relations with 
other countries, administers the Canadian Commis- 
sion for Unesco, and has initiated special programs 
with funds from private benefactors. 


The Council sets its own policies and makes its own 
decisions within the terms of the Canada Council Act. 
It reports to Parliament through the Secretary of State. 
The Council is also represented on federal 
government committees on cultural matters. 


The Canada Council is a board of twenty-one mem- 
bers who are appointed for three-year terms by the 
Government of Canada. The Council meets four or 
five times a year. Day to day work is carried out by a 
permanent staff in Ottawa. 


The Council bases its decisions on the advice of out- 
side experts. It receives assistance in policy and other 
matters from the Advisory Arts Panel and Advisory 
Academic Panel. In addition advisers are consulted 
individually or in juries. 


An annual grant from Parliament is the Council’s most 
important source of income, followed by income from 
the Endowment Fund established by Parliament in 
1957. In addition, the Council has received substantial 
amounts in private donations and bequests. 





Artists: A descriptive brochure, A/d to Artists, is 
available from the Awards Service, The Canada 
Council. 


Artists-in-residence: The Council offers matching 
grants to universities and colleges which desire to 
invite Canadian artists-in-residence to the campus.

Arts Organizations: The Council offers operating 
grants and special projects grants to professional arts 
organizations and to support services which are 
necessary for the well-being of the arts. (A brochure, 
Aid to Arts Organizations, will be available early in 
1974.)

Cultural Exchanges: The Canada Council administers 
several programs of cultural exchanges for the 
Government of Canada:

searchers, in accordance with the 1972 agreement 
on cultural exchanges.

Explorations: This program replaces and extends the 
scope of the Canadian Horizons program, offering 
grants to encourage new and developing forms of 
creativity, research, participation and diffusion of the 
arts, humanities and social sciences. Unlike other 
Canada Council programs, Explorations is not directed 
exclusively towards specialists and professional 
artists. Grants may be made to any applicant whose 
proposed project is judged to be deserving of assist- 
ance, but not to those eligible under another Canada 
Council program.

Killam Program: The Killam Scholarships are intended 
to support scholars of exceptional ability engaged in 
research projects of far-reaching significance. 

The program comprises three categories of support: 


The Senior Research Scholarships which support 
research in any of the humanities, social sciences, 
interdisciplinary studies, or studies linking any of the 
sciences, medicine or engineering with any of the 
humanities or social sciences; 


The Post-Doctoral Research Scholarships, which are 
designed to foster interdisciplinary research in any 
field of study by young scholars, who wish to broaden 
their area of specialization through extending their 
interests into another discipline; and 


The |.W. Killam Memorial Scholarships, which are 
awards of high prestige, are intended both to honour 
and assist distinguished scholars in the fields of 
science, engineering and medicine.

M.A. Fellowships for Latin American Studies in the 
Social Sciences: Training Fellowships in the social 
sciences with provision for research in Latin America 
are offered, in cooperation with the Foreign Area 
Fellowship Program, to persons wishing to undertake 
or pursue studies at the M.A. level in a Canadian uni- 
versity.

The Canada Council, the National Research Council 
and the Medical Research Council are each prepared 
to entertain applications for support of interdisciplinary 
research projects which overlap their individual juris- 
dictions. Applicants may submit their proposals to 
whichever of the Councils they consider to have a 
major interest in the research, in the Knowledge that, 
whenever necessary, there will be discussion among 
the Councils to ensure that provision is made for 
adequate assessment and possible funding. 


In the case of psychology the Council shares the 
broad field with the Medical Research Council and 
the National Research Council, the respective areas 
of support of each being defined in an agreed Tri- 
Council statement which may be obtained from the 
Canada Council. 


In the case of geography the Canada Council expects 
that projects and studies closely related to the earth 
sciences will be presented to the National Research 
Council. 


Research in computer science, mathematics and 
engineering is supported by the National Research 
Council, unless the emphasis is in the Humanities 
and Social Sciences. 


Aid to the Humanities and Social Sciences 


Studies in physical education are supported by the 
Canada Council when the program of study or 
research is concerned with the Humanities and 
Social Sciences. 


Research and studies on the history of science, the 
philosophy of science, the sociology of science or 
the study of science policy are supported by the 
Canada Council. 


While the Arts Division of the Canada Council offers 
assistance for creative writing and for artistic perfor- 
mance and production, the Humanities and Social 
Sciences Division supports advanced research and 
studies on the philosophy and history of art, theatre 
and music, as well as biographical studies of artists 
and certain types of critical analysis of their works. 





Special M.A. Scholarships

Eligibility 

Eligible for this competition are persons who, by the 
time of taking up the fellowship, will have completed 
one year of graduate study beyond the Honours B.A.

of studies leading to the Ph. D. or its equivalent. 


Maximum number of awards: No candidate may 
receive support for more than four years of full-time 
doctoral study. (See Renewals below.) 


Category of Applicants 

Regardless of where they propose to study in 1975- 
1976, applicants for a first award should apply under 
one of two categories depending upon their status at 
time of application. 


Category |: Students enrolled at a Canadian university 
and devoting full-time to their current program of 
graduate studies, including those who have completed 
their doctoral course work but are doing full-time 
research elsewhere. 


Category II: Candidates who are: 

Canadians enrolled at universities abroad; 

members of the teaching staff of Canadian universities 
intending to return to full-time graduate studies; 
candidates outside a Canadian university intending to 
return to full-time graduate studies, including students 
studying part-time at Canadian universities, but other- 
wise employed. 





Renewals 

Renewal of a Council fellowship for the second or 
third year of doctoral study is granted on submission 
of acceptable evidence of satisfactory progress. A 
candidate seeking support for a fourth or subsequent 
year a full-time doctoral study is required to enter a 
competition as in the case of a first award, and must 
provide a justification of his need, endorsed by the 
Head of Department or equivalent. 


Citizenship or Immigrant Status 

Fellowships for tenure in Canadian universities are 
available to Canadian citizens and nationals of other 
countries who have obtained landed immigrant status 
in Canada by December 15, 1973. 


Fellowships for tenure in universities abroad are 
available to Canadian citizens and, under the follow- 
ing conditions, to nationals of other countries: 


they must have obtained landed immigrant status in 
Canada by December 15, 1973; 

at time of application they must have held full-time 
appointments for two years as members of faculty in 
a Canadian university; and 

they must produce satisfactory evidence that they will 
be returning to a Canadian academic appointment on 
completion of their fellowship. 


Value 

The basic value of the fellowship is (a) up to $4,500 
for students in the first two years of a doctoral prog- 
ram and (b) up to $5,000 for students who have com- 
pleted the first two years of their program. In either 
case the value is determined by the stage of studies 
reached in relation to the requirements mentioned 
above under Eligibility. 
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For teachers or the equivalent, the corresponding 
rates will be in group (a) up to $5,000 and in group (b) 
$6,000. (To be included in the ‘‘teacher or equivalent” 
group the candidate must submit evidence from the 
employer that after obtaining his bachelor’s degree he 
has been employed in Canada in a full-time capacity 
for at least 24 consecutive months before taking up or 
resuming graduate studies. For Canadian citizens this 
employment could have taken place outside Canada.) 


Plus travel allowance for the award holder and, where 
applicable, for dependents. 


Plus thesis allowance: 

up to $400 for typing and duplication of final version 
of thesis; 

travel to defend thesis. 

This allowance may be applied for during or after the 
period of tenure, but no later than twelve months after 
thesis defence.

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Research Grants* 


The Council awards grants to promote advanced 
research in the Humanities and Social Sciences. The 
Research Grants Program is designed primarily to 
meet the needs of career scholars in Canadian uni- 
versities. Private scholars who are established resi- 
dents of Canada may also qualify, if their applications 
meet acknowledged standards of scholarly merit. 


Research Grants are offered in support of a coherent 
project with a clearly stated objective and a well de- 
fined plan for reaching that objective. Research tools 
such as concordances or bibliographies may be sup- 
ported if the research element in their production is 
clearly established and if they are judged to be of 
sufficient merit and utility. 


Research Grants are given only in support of inde- 
pendent research initiated by a scholar or a group of 
scholars. The principal investigator must apply on his 
own behalf and not on behalf of or in the name of an 
institution. Contractual or commissioned research 
does not qualify for support. Nor are Research Grants 
given for work undertaken as part of an applicant’s 
formal program of studies leading to a degree. The 
range of research qualifying for support generally 
embraces the various branches of the Humanities and 
Social Sciences including interdisciplinary projects. 


Research Grants are not given for the following 
purposes: preparation of a text-book, reader, hand- 
book or manual of instruction; compilation of lists, 
indexes or previously published statistical material; 
popularization of scholarly works; courses of study, 
study tours or language learning. 


Costs relating to publication cannot be met under this 
program (see Aid to Scholarly Publication, page 15). 


Finally, a distinction should be drawn between 
research proposals which the Council is willing to 
entertain, whose primary focus is the development 

or systematization of knowledge in various fields, 
and proposals whose primary purpose is professional 
development or the preparation of material for teach- 
ing purposes, which the Council will consider only 

if they have foreseeable theoretical importance. 


Research Grants are intended to defray actual direct 
costs (subject to some limitation as to rates) attribu- 
table to a project. No provision is made for income for 
the principal investigators nor for overhead costs of 
universities. 
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Applications for amounts of over $5,000 should be 
sent at least four months in advance of the meetings of 
the Council, which normally occur in March, June, 
September and December. Deadlines for applications 
to be presented at these meetings are November 1, 
February 1, May 1 and August 1. Applications for less 
than $5,000 may be submitted at any time and are 
normally processed within three months. 


All applications for Research Grants must be sub- 
mitted on the appropriate Canada Council form. 
Applicants are urged to read carefully the Guide to 
Applicants before filling out the form. 


The Council is prepared to support research projects 
over a number of years subject to annual evaluation 
of progress. The Council is also prepared to award 
extended grants with an initial commitment of support 
for a period of two years with further support being 
contingent upon evaluation of progress. 


Research Grants are not adjudicated by a jury or 
committee of specialists. Instead the Council sends 
each application to specialists chosen for their ex- 
pertise on the topic or field of research presented in 
the proposal. Referees named by the applicant may 
also be consulted. The Council makes its decision on 
the basis of the confidential evaluations received 
from the assessors together with the advice of a 
broadly representative panel of academic advisors 
which reviews projects in the light of both the 
assessors’ opinions and Council policies.

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Program Grants 


Apart from research projects undertaken by indivi- 
duals, the Canada Council is now prepared to sup- 
port, through its Program Grants, significant research 
programs undertaken by groups of scholars over a 
period of years. A research program is conceived as 
being aimed at a clear-cut research goal, being wider 
in scope than a project, involving a longer period of 
time and consisting of several interdependent 
projects. 


Program Grants will be awarded on a competitive 
basis and will be negotiated by the Canada Council 
with the researchers and their institution(s). To qualify 
for a Program Grant, researchers must be full-time 
members of the faculty of any eligible institution and 
Canadian citizens or landed immigrants of two years 
standing who are resident in Canada. Institutions will 
be considered eligible if they are recognized by law 
as a university or if they have the authority to confer 
degrees at the B.A. level or above. 


Applications must be made through the President or 
Principal of the institution. Before submitting a formal 
application, researchers are requested to senda 
letter of intent, describing in general terms the prog- 
ram of research. Negotiations will follow and a formal 
application will then be submitted through the insti- 
tution. Sitevisits will usually be organized as part of 
the assessment procedure. 


Program Grants may provide for the following expen- 
ses, all budget items being subject to negotiation: 


salaries of principal investigators, visiting fellows, 
research associates, post-doctoral fellows, research 
assistants and other personnel such as Clerks, 
typists, etc.; 

costs of technical services (including computer time); 
research material such as books, periodicals and 
microfilms, when they are directly related to the 
research program; 

disposable supplies; 

travel and living costs.

General Research Grants are available to Canadian 
universities to enable them to meet certain require- 
ments of their teaching staff such as costs of travel to 
conferences and small research expenses. These 
block grants replace grants of less than $1,500 prev- 
iously awarded by the Council directly to scholars for 
the same purposes and will enable the universities to 
allocate the funds according to their own policies and 
priorities. The deadline for receipt of applications is 
January 1 of each year. Awards will be announced 

in April. 


General Research Grants will be made on a formula 
basis according to 1) the size of the faculty in the 
humanities and social sciences and 2) the average 
annual amount in Canada Council Research Grants 
and Leave Fellowships received by the institution’s 
faculty in the humanities and social sciences over the 
last three years.

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Aid to Scholarly Publication 


Learned Journals 

Under its general program of aid to the Humanities 
and Social Sciences, the Canada Council makes 
sustaining grants to Canadian learned journals in 
this field. 


Grants are awarded on the basis of quality, and the 


size of a grant is determined with the aid of a formula. 


To be eligible for such awards, journals must have a 
field of interest within the Humanities and Social 
Sciences, although the Council may, as a matter of 
exception, consider periodicals which are partially 
concerned with other areas of activity. Journals must 
also be published and edited in Canada, have a regu- 
lar schedule of publication and meet a number of 
other conditions as to content, sponsorship and 
purpose. 


The Council considers applications once a year. It 
has set September 1, 1974, as the deadline for the 
receipt of applications for grants in 1975. 


Detailed information about eligibility, application pro- 
cedure and determination of awards is provided in 
the booklet entitled Aid to Learned Journals in the 
Humanities and Social Sciences, available from the

Scholarly Manuscripts 

The Council also assists the publication of scholarly 
manuscripts through block grants made to the Huma- 
nities Research Council of Canada and the Social 
Science Research Council of Canada and administer- 
ed directly by these two Councils. Only book-length 
manuscripts of advanced scholarly research which 
make an original contribution to Knowledge are 
assisted.

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Travel and Conference Grants 


Termination of Individual Travel Grants 

For a number of years the Council has made available 
a limited number of grants to individual scholars in- 
tending to participate in internal conferences outside 
the North American continent. 


This program is now to be discontinued and will be 
replaced by the General Research Grants Program 
(see page 14). As of July 1, 1974, the Council will no 
longer accept applications for travel grants from 
scholars in universities or in other institutions which 
are eligible for General Research Grants. Such 
scholars should seek the necessary support from 
their university or institution. 


The Council, however, accepts applications for travel 
grants from scholars who are not in a university or 
other institution eligible under the terms of the 
General Research Grants Program. Forms for this 
purpose can be obtained from the Humanities and 
Social Sciences Division of the Council. 





Travel to Canadian Learned Societies 

The Council will continue to assist attendance at the 
annual meetings of Canadian learned societies by 
means of block grants made to the Humanities Re- 
search Council of Canada and the Social Sciences 
Research Council of Canada. Inquiries should be 
directed to the Research Councils at 151 Slater 
Street, Ottawa, Ontario, K1P 5H3. Applications from 
individuals will not be entertained. 


Occasional conferences 

The Council also offers grants to encourage occa- 
sional meetings and colloquia held in Canada, for 
scholars wishing to exchange experience, acquaint 
themselves with the work of their colleagues and co- 
ordinate their activities in a specific area of study or 
research. These grants are primarily intended to 
encourage communication among scholars across 
Canada who share common interests, but can also 
cover the participation of foreign specialists whose 
interests are relevant to the theme of the meeting. 


Applications should normally be sponsored by a 
learned society or a university, as the host institution 
is usually expected to make a significant contribution 
to the budget. A full budget showing support being 
received from all sources, a detailed explanation of 
the purpose and program of the meeting and a list of 
scholars likely to participate should be attached. 


The Council limits its support to the travel and sub- 
sistence of invited participants. In no case will confe- 
rence grants exceed $10,000, and awards of this 
magnitude will be made only in very exceptional 
circumstances. 
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No contribution to the cost of subsistence (including 
meals and lodging) will exceed $25 per day for an 
invited participant. 


No funds will be granted for the payment of honoraria. 


If the amount requested exceeds $5,000, an applica- 
tion should be made four months in advance of any 
one of the meetings of the Canada Council, which 
usually occur in March, June, September and 
December. Otherwise, applications should be sub- 
mitted at least four months in advance of the 
proposed conference.

The Post-Doctoral Research Scholarships, which are 
designed to foster interdisciplinary research in any 
field of study by young scholars, who wish to broaden 
their area of specialization through extending their 
interests into another discipline; and 


The |.W. Killam Memorial Scholarships, which are 
awards of high prestige, are intended both to honour 
and assist distinguished scholars in the fields of 
science, engineering and medicine.

The Canada Council administers several programs of 
cultural exchanges for the Government of Canada: 


e Grants for Cultural Exchanges to Canadian universities 
and cultural organizations, under which distinguished 
scholars and artists in any discipline from Belgium, 
Finland, France, Italy, Switzerland, the Federal Repu- 
blic of Germany, the Netherlands, the United Kingdom 
and continental Latin America may be invited to 
Canada by Canadian universities and cultural organi- 
zations to lecture and teach. 


Scholarships to nationals of Finland, France, Japan 
and Mexico, and Fellowships and Scholarships to 
nationals of Belgium, Italy, Switzerland, the Federal 
Republic of Germany and the Netherlands, in the arts, 
the humanities and social sciences, and the physical 
and biological sciences. 


Grants for Research in France offered to Canadian 
Scholars in the Humanities and Social Sciences, 
offered annually to Canadian university professors 
who intend to conduct research at the post-doctoral 
level in a French university or institute. 


e Academic Exchanges between Canada and the USSR, 
under which Canadian universities may invite Soviet 
scholars to lecture or conduct research in Canada, 
and Canadian scholars may be received by Soviet 
institutions of higher learning as lecturers or re- 
searchers, in accordance with the 1972 agreement 
on cultural exchanges.

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Background Note 
on the Canada Council 


The Canada Council was created by Parliament in 
1957 as an independent body responsible for promot- 
ing the arts, humanities and social sciences. It carries 
out its work mainly through a broad program of fel- 
lowships and grants. The Council also shares respon- 
sibility for Canada’s cultural relations with other 
countries, administers the Canadian Commission for 
Unesco, and has initiated special programs with 
funds from private benefactors. 


The Council sets its own policies and makes its own 
decisions within the terms of the Canada Council Act. 
It reports to Parliament through the Secretary of 
State. The Council is also represented on federal 
government committees on cultural matters. 


The Canada Council is aboard of twenty-one members 
who are appointed for three year terms by the Gov- 
ernment of Canada. The Council meets four or five 
times a year. Day to day work is carried out by a 
permanent staff in Ottawa. 


The Council bases its decisions on the advice of out- 
side experts. It receives assistance in policy and other 
matters from the Advisory Arts Panel and Advisory 
Academic Panel. In addition advisers are consulted 
individually or in juries. 


An annual grant from Parliament is the Council’s most 
important source of income, followed by income from 
the Endowment Fund established by Parliament in 
1957. In addition, the Council has received substantial 
amounts in private donations and bequests. 
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Other Canada Council Programs 


Art Bank: Under this program, the Canada Council 
purchases works by professional Canadian artists for 
rental to departments and agencies of the Federal 
Government. 


Art Galleries: The Council provides grants to support 
public art galleries, cooperative galleries and print 
workshops. For information, write to the Arts Division. 


Artists: A descriptive brochure, Aid to Artists, is avail- 
able from the Awards Service, The Canada Council. 


Artists-in-Residence: Each year the Council sponsors 
a limited number of artists in residence within a defin- 
able community. Among possible communities would 
be universities, municipalities, cultural organizations 
or industries. The objective of the program is to 
provide a creative presence within the community 
which will be beneficial both to the artists and the 
community. 


Arts Organizations: The Council offers operating grants 
and special projects grants to professional arts organi- 
zations and to support services which are necessary 
for the well-being of the arts. These forms of assist- 
ance are flexible and vary with each art form. For 
information write, giving as much detail as possible 
about the kind of assistance desired, to the Arts 
Division.

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Introduction 


The purpose of this brochure is to describe the various 
forms of assistance offered by the Canada Council in 
the Humanities and Social Sciences, and to set out in 
general terms the conditions under which scholar- 
ships, fellowships and grants are made. Prospective 
candidates are requested to read it carefully, paying 
special attention to eligibility requirements in relation 
to the type of assistance they need, and to the dead- 
lines where applicable. 


Disciplines 

The Council’s programs of scholarships, fellowships 
and grants extend to undertakings of an interdiscipli- 
nary nature, but not to those which are more closely 
identified with the physical and biological sciences 
or with professional training.

e Interdisciplinary Research 
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The Canada Council, the National Research Council 
and the Medical Research Council are each prepared 
to entertain applications for support of interdisciplinary 
research projects which overlap their individual juris- 
dictions. Applicants may submit their proposals to 
whichever of the Councils they consider to have a 
major interest in the research, in the knowledge that, 
whenever necessary, there will be discussion among 
the Councils to ensure that provision is made for 
adequate assessment and possible funding. 


In the case of psychology the Council shares the 
broad field with the Medical Research Council and 
the National Research Council, the respective areas 
of support of each being defined in an agreed Tri- 
Council statement which may be obtained from the 
Canada Council. 


In the case of geography the Canada Council expects 
that projects and studies closely related to the earth 
sciences will be presented to the National Research 
Council. 


Research in computer science, mathematics and 
engineering is supported by the National Research 
Council, unless the emphasis is in the Humanities 
and Social Sciences. 


Studies in physical education are supported by the 
Canada Council when the program of study or 
research is concerned with the Humanities and 
Social Sciences. 


Research and studies on the history of science, the 
philosophy of science, the sociology of science or 
the study of science policy are supported by the 
Canada Council. 


While the Arts Division of the Canada Council offers 
assistance for creative writing and for artistic perfor- 
mance and production, the Humanities and Social 
Sciences Division supports advanced research and 
studies on the philosophy and history of art, theatre 
and music, as well as biographical studies of artists 
and certain types of critical analysis of their works. 


Requests for support of projects relating to the fine 
arts, which may not fall squarely within the definition 
of research projects normally applied by the Council’s 
Humanities and Social Sciences Division, will be 
considered jointly by the Arts Division and the 
Humanities and Social Sciences Division to deter- 
mine their eligibility for support. 
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Special M.A. Scholarships 
and The Queen’s Fellowships 


Special M.A. Scholarships 

Approximately 100 awards are available to Canadian 
students of exceptional promise for studies at 
Canadian universities. 


The Queen’s Fellowships 

To commemorate the 1973 visit to Canada of Queen 
Elizabeth Il, the Government of Canada established 
an endowment fund for fellowships in Canadian 
studies. Three Special M.A. Scholarship candidates 
are selected for these fellowships. 


Eligibility 
All candidates must first be nominated by a faculty 
member of a Canadian university. 


The competition is open to those nominees who, 
at time of application: 


are in the final year of an Honours B.A. program or its 
equivalent at a Canadian university, or hold a B.A. 
Honours degree or its equivalent from a Canadian 
university, and have not yet started a Master’s 
program; 

have first class standing in their present or previous 
course of studies; and 

intend to pursue full-time graduate studies at a 
Canadian university for a Master’s degree.

The Queen’s Fellowships also include tuition fees.

Faculty members of Canadian universities who wish 
to nominate candidates for these awards must submit 
names to the Regional Chairman on the nomination 
letter provided for this purpose.

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Research Grants* 


The Council awards grants to promote advanced 
research in the Humanities and Social Sciences. The 
Research Grants Program is designed primarily to 
meet the needs of career scholars in Canadian uni- 
versities. Private scholars who are established resi- 
dents of Canada may.also qualify, if their applications 
meet acknowledged standards of scholarly merit. 
Applicants for Research Grants must be full-time 
members of a Canadian university faculty or private 
scholars who are either Canadian citizens or 
established residents of Canada. 


Research Grants are offered in support of a coherent 
project with a clearly stated objective and a well de- 
fined plan for reaching that objective. Research tools 
such as concordances or bibliographies may be sup- 
ported if the research element in their production is 
Clearly established and if they are judged to be of 
sufficient merit and utility. 


Research Grants are given only in support of inde- 
pendent research initiated by a scholar or a group of 
scholars. The principal investigator must apply on his 
own behalf and not on behalf of or in the name of an 
institution. Contractual or commissioned research 
does not qualify for support. Nor are Research Grants 
given for work undertaken as part of an applicant’s 
formal program of studies leading to a degree. The 
range of research qualifying for support generally 
embraces the various branches of the Humanities and 
Social Sciences including interdisciplinary projects. 
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Research Grants are not given for the following 
purposes: preparation of a text-book, reader, hand- 
book or manual of instruction; compilation of lists, 
indexes or previously published statistical material; 
popularization of scholarly works; courses of study, 
study tours or language learning. 


Costs relating to translation and publication cannot 
be met under this program. (See Aid to Scholarly 
Publication on page 14 and Publication and 
Translation on page 22.) 


The Council is willing to entertain proposals whose 
primary focus is the development or systematization 
of knowledge in various fields. However, proposals 
whose primary purpose is professional development, 
curriculum development or the preparation of material 
for teaching purposes will only be considered if they 
have foreseeable theoretical importance. 


Research Grants are intended to defray actual direct 
costs (Subject to some limitation as to rates) attribu- 
table to a project. No provision is made for income for 
the principal investigators nor for overhead costs of 
universities. 
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Applications for amounts in excess of $10,000 will be 
submitted to Council atits March, June and December 
meetings. Deadlines for applications to be presented 
at these meetings are October 15th for the March 
meeting, January 15th for the June meeting and July 
15th for the December meeting.

The Council is prepared to support projects over a 
number of years subject to annual evaluation of 
progress. The Council is also prepared to award 
grants with a commitment of support for a period of 
up to three years with further support being contin- 
gent upon evaluation of progress. 


The Council sends each application to individual 
specialists chosen for their expertise on the topic or 
field of research presented in the proposal. Referees 
named by the applicant may also be consulted. The 
Council makes its decision on the basis of the confi- 
dential evaluations received from the assessors 
together with the advice of a broadly representative 
panel of academic advisers which reviews projects 
in the light of both the assessors’ opinions and 
Council policies. 
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Negotiated Grants 


Apart from research projects undertaken by indivi- 
duals, the Canada Council is now prepared to sup- 
port, through its Negotiated Grants, significant 
research and editorial programs undertaken by 
groups of scholars over a period of years. Two types 
of awards are made under this program: 

Program Grants, for a program of research aimed at 
a clear-cut research goal, being wider in scope than 
a project, involving a longer period of time and 
consisting of several interdependent projects; 

Major Editorial Grants, for the research, editing and 
publication of a clearly defined corpus of material 
(e.g. Critical edition, dictionary, atlas) requiring long- 
term commitment and support on the part of the 
scholars, the institution, the publishers and the 
Canada Council. 


Negotiated Grants will be awarded on a competitive 
basis and will be negotiated by the Canada Council 
with the researchers and their institution(s). To qualify 
for a Negotiated Grant, researchers must be full-time 
members of the faculty of any eligible institution and 
Canadian citizens or landed immigrants of two years 
standing who are resident in Canada. Institutions will 
be considered eligible if they are recognized by law 
as a university or if they have the authority to confer 
degrees at the B.A. level or above. In the case of 
Major Editorial Grants, a Canadian university press 
may apply as the sponsoring institution. 


Applications must be made through the President or 
chief executive officer of the institution. Before sub- 
mitting a formal application, researchers are requested 
to send a letter of intent, describing in general terms 
the program of research. Negotiations will follow and 
a formal application will then be submitted through 
the institution. Site visits will usually be organized as 
part of the assessment procedure. 








Negotiated Grants may provide for the following ex- 
penses, all budget items being subject to negotiation: 


salaries of principal investigators, visiting fellows, 
research associates, post-doctoral fellows, research 
assistants and other personnel such as clerks, 
typists, etc.; 

costs of technical services (including computer time); 
research material such as books, periodicals, micro- 
films and manuscripts when they are directly related 
to the research or editorial program; 

conferences, seminars and newsletters; 

disposable supplies; 

travel and living costs; 

publication costs (for Major Editorial Projects only). 


While letters of intent will be received at any time 
during the year, formal applications must be sub- 
mitted by July 1st.

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General Research Grants 


General Research Grants are available to Canadian 
universities to enable them to meet certain require- 
ments of their teaching staff, such as costs of travel 
to conferences and small research expenses. These 
block grants replace all Travel Grants and Research 
Grants of less than $1,500 previously awarded by the 
Council directly to scholars for the same purposes, 
and will enable the universities to allocate the funds 
according to their own policies and priorities. The 
deadline for receipt of applications is January 1 of 
each year. Grants will be announced in April. 


General Research Grants will be made on a formula 
basis according to 1) the number of full-time faculty 
in the Humanities and Social Sciences and 2) the 
average annual amount in Canada Council Research 
Grants and Leave Fellowships received by the institu- 
tion’s faculty in the Humanities and Social Sciences 
over the last three years.

Learned Journals 

Under its general program of aid to the Humanities 
and Social Sciences, the Canada Council makes 
sustaining grants to Canadian learned journals in 
this field. 


Grants are awarded on the basis of quality, and the 


size of a grant is determined with the aid of a formula. 


To be eligible for such awards, journals must have a 
field of interest within the Humanities and Social 
Sciences, although the Council may, as a matter of 
exception, consider periodicals which are partially 
concerned with other areas of activity. Journals must 
also be published and edited in Canada, have a regu- 
lar schedule of publication and meet a number of 
other conditions as to content, sponsorship and 
purpose. 


The Council considers applications once a year. It 
has set September 1, 1975, as the deadline for the 
receipt of applications for grants in 1976. 


Detailed information about eligibility, application pro- 
cedure and determination of grants is provided in 

the booklet entitled Aid to Learned Journals in the 
Humanities and Social Sciences, available from the 
Council. Certain revisions concerning the details of 
this program will be made in the course of the year, 
but applicants may continue to use the existing form. 
Changes will be announced as soon as they have 
been confirmed by the Council.

Scholarly Manuscripts 

The Council also assists the publication of scholarly 
manuscripts through block grants made to the Huma- 
nities Research Council of Canada and the Social 
Science Research Council of Canada and adminis- 
tered directly by these two Councils. Only book-length 
manuscripts of advanced scholarly research which 
make an original contribution to knowledge are 
assisted. Letters of application should be sent directly 
to the Research Councils at 151 Slater Street, Ottawa, 
Ontario, K1P 5H3.

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Travel and Conference Grants 


Note on Individual Travel Grants 

This program was terminated as of July 1, 1974 and 
replaced by the General Research Grants Program 
(see page 13). The Council therefore no longer 
accepts applications for travel grants from scholars 
in universities or other institutions which are eligible 
for General Research Grants. Such scholars should 
seek the necessary support from their university or 
institution. 


The Council occasionally, to the extent that funds 
permit, accepts applications for travel grants from 
scholars who are not eligible under the terms of the 
General Research Grants Program. In no case will 
any grant for this purpose exceed $1,000. Requests 
should be made on the prescribed form, which may 
be obtained from the Humanities and Social Sciences 
Division of the Council. 


Federal and provincial government employees are 
expected to seek support from the departments or 
agencies in which they work. 


Travel to Canadian Learned Societies 

The Council will continue to assist attendance at the 
annual meetings of Canadian learned societies by 
means of block grants made to the Humanities Re- 
search Council of Canada and the Social Sciences 
Research Council of Canada. Inquiries should be 
directed to the Research Councils at 151 Slater 
Street, Ottawa, Ontario, K1P 5H3. Applications from 
individuals will not be entertained. 


Occasional conferences 

The Council is continuing its program of aid to 
scholarly conferences held within Canada. However, 
the amount of aid available is severely limited by 
budgetary constraints. The following conditions are 
now attached to the program: 

The Council can provide only partial support for the 
transportation and subsistence of invited participants. 
The primary purpose of assistance is to enable Cana- 
dian scholars from different universities to take part 
in such conferences. 


e Conferences should be intended for the exchange and 


discussion of research findings in the Humanities and 
Social Sciences. 

To avery limited extent, the Council can assist the 
participation of foreign scholars who would make an 
essential contribution to the proceedings. 

The sponsor should normally be a learned society or 
university. 

In most cases Conference Grants will not exceed 
$5,000, and the Council’s contribution to the cost of 
subsistence (including meals and lodging) will not 
exceed $30 per day for an invited participant.

® Grants for Cultural Exchanges to Canadian univer- 
sities and cultural organizations, under which distin- 
guished scholars and artists in any discipline from 
Belgium, France, the Federal Republic of Germany, 
Italy, the Netherlands, Switzerland, the United King- 
dom and continental Latin America may be invited to 
Canada by Canadian universities and cultural 
organizations to lecture and teach. 


* Scholarships to nationals of France; Fellowships and 
Scholarships to nationals of Belgium, Brazil, Finland, 
the Federal Republic of Germany, Iran, Italy, Japan, 
Luxembourg, Mexico, the Netherlands and Switzer- 
land, in the arts, the humanities and social sciences, 
the physical and biological sciences and engineering. 


» Grants for Research in France offered to Canadian 
Scholars in the Humanities and Social Sciences, 
offered annually to Canadian university professors 
who intend to conduct research at the post-doctoral 
level in a French university or institute. 


» Academic Exchanges between Canada and the USSR 
under which Canadian universities may invite Soviet 
scholars to lecture or conduct research in Canada, 
and Canadian scholars may be received by Soviet 
institutions of higher learning as lecturers or re- 
searchers, in accordance with the 1972 agreement 
on cultural exchanges.

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Background Note 
on the Canada Council 


The Canada Council, created by an Act of Parliament 
in 1957 to promote the arts, the humanities and the 
social sciences, carries out its work mainly through a 
broad program of fellowships and grants. The Council 
also shares responsibility for Canada’s cultural 
relations with other countries, and administers the 
Canadian Commission for Unesco and special pro- 
grams financed by private donations. 


The Council sets its own policies and makes its own 
decisions within the terms of the Canada Council Act. 
It reports to Parliament through the Secretary of State 
and appears before the Standing Committee on Broad- 
casting, Films and Assistance to the Arts. 


The Canada Council itself consists of a Chairman, 
Vice-Chairman and 19 other members, all of whom 
are appointed by the Government of Canada. They 
meet four or five times a year in Ottawa, where the 
Canada Council offices are located. The Council is 
assisted by a permanent staff and by numerous out- 
side advisers, consulted individually or in juries, 
committees and consultative groups. It receives 
assistance in developing its policies and programs 
from two main consultative bodies, the Advisory Arts 
Panel and the Advisory Academic Panel. 


An annual grant from Parliament is the Council’s most 
important source of income, augmented by income 
from the Endowment Fund established by Parliament 
in 1957. The Council has also received substantial 
amounts in private donations and bequests for 
specific purposes. 
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Other Canada Council Programs 


Art Bank: Under this program, the Canada Council 
purchases works by professional Canadian artists for 
rental to departments and agencies of the Federal 
Government. 


Art Galleries: The Council provides grants to public 
art galleries, cooperative galleries and print work- 
shops. For information, write to the Arts Division. 


Artists: A descriptive brochure, A/d to Artists, is avail- 
able from the Arts Awards Service, The Canada 
Council. 


Artists-in-Residence: Each year the Council sponsors 
a limited number of artists in residence within a defin- 
able community. Among possible communities would 
be universities, municipalities, cultural organizations 
or industries. The objective of the program is to 
provide a creative presence within the community 
which will be beneficial both to the artists and to the 
community. 


Arts Organizations: The Council offers operating 
grants and special project grants to professional arts 
organizations. These forms of assistance are flexible 
and vary with each art form. For information, write to 
the Arts Division, giving as much detail as possible 
about the kind of assistance desired. 


Canadian Music: For information about support for 
commissioning and publication of musical works by 
Canadian composers, write to the Arts Division. 


Explorations: The Explorations Program offers grants 
to encourage new and developing forms of creativity, 
research, participation and diffusion of the arts, 


humanities and social sciences. For information, 
write to the Explorations Program. 


Film: The Council offers grants to filmmakers through 
the Aid to Artists Programs as well as special grants 
to individuals, groups and organizations. For inform- 
ation write, giving as much detail as possible about 
the kind of assistance desired, to the Arts Division. 


Public Readings by Canadian Writers: Art galleries, 
museums, libraries and post-secondary institutions 
may apply to the Council for assistance in inviting 
published Canadian writers to give public readings of 
their work.

Publication and Translation: The Council offers grants 
to Canadian-owned publishers for the publication or 
translation of a wide range of books. In addition, the 
Council purchases books from Canadian-owned pub- 
lishers for distribution to Canadian groups and insti- 
tutions.

The purpose of this brochure is to describe the various 
forms of assistance offered by the Canada Council in 
the Humanities and Social Sciences, and to set out in 
general terms the conditions under which scholar- 
ships, fellowships and grants are made. Prospective 
candidates are requested to read it carefully, paying 
special attention to eligibility requirements in relation 
to the type of assistance they need, and to the dead- 
lines where applicable. 


Disciplines 

The Council’s programs of scholarships, fellowships 
and grants extend to undertakings of an interdiscipli- 
nary nature, but not to those which are more closely 
identified with the physical and biological sciences 
or with professional training.

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The Canada Council, the National Research Council 
and the Medical Research Council are each prepared 
to entertain applications for support of interdisciplinary 
projects which overlap their individual jurisdictions. 
Applicants may submit their proposals to whichever 
of the Councils they consider to have a major interest 
in the research, in the knowledge that, whenever 
necessary, there will be discussion among the 
Councils to ensure that provision is made for 
adequate assessment and possible funding. 


In the case of psychology the Council shares the 
broad field with the Medical Research Council and 
the National Research Council, the respective areas 
of support of each being defined in an agreed Tri- 
Council statement which may be obtained from the 
Canada Council. 


In the case of geography the Canada Council expects 
that projects and studies closely related to the earth 
sciences will be presented to the National Research 
Council. 


Research in such fields as computer science, mathe- 
matics and engineering is supported by the National 
Research Council, unless there is clear and imme- 
diate relevance to the Humanities and Social 
Sciences. 


Studies in physical education are supported by the 
Canada Council when the program of study or 
research is concerned with the Humanities and 
Social Sciences. 


Research and studies on the history of science, the 
philosophy of science, the sociology of science or 
the study of science policy are supported by the 
Canada Council. 


While the Arts Division of the Canada Council offers

The Council awards grants to promote advanced 
research in the Humanities and Social Sciences. The 
Research Grants Program is designed primarily to 
meet the needs of career scholars in Canadian 
universities but grants are also available to private 
scholars. Applicants for Research Grants must be 
either Canadian citizens or landed immigrants. 


Research Grants are offered in support of a coherent 
project with a clearly stated objective and a well de- 
fined plan for reaching that objective. Research tools 
such as concordances or bibliographies may be sup- 
ported if the research element in their production is 
clearly established and if they are judged to be of 
sufficient merit and utility. 


Research Grants are given only in support of inde- 
pendent research initiated by a scholar or a group of 
scholars. The principal investigator must apply on his 
own behalf and not on behalf of or in the name of an 
institution. Contractual or commissioned research 
does not qualify for support. Nor are Research Grants 
given for work undertaken as part of an applicant’s 
formal program of studies leading to a degree. The 
range of research qualifying for support generally 
embraces the various branches of the Humanities and 
Social Sciences including interdisciplinary projects. 





Research Grants are not given for the following 
purposes: preparation of a text-book, reader, hand- 
book or manual of instruction; compilation of lists, 
indexes or previously published statistical material; 
popularization of scholarly works; courses of study, 
study tours or language learning. 


Costs relating to translation and publication cannot 
be met under this program. (See Aid to Scholarly 
Publication on page 13 and Publication and 
Translation on page 21.) 


The Council is willing to entertain proposals whose 
primary focus is the development or systematization 
of knowledge in various fields. However, proposals 
whose primary purpose is professional development, 
curriculum development or the preparation of material 
for teaching purposes will only be considered if they 
have foreseeable theoretical importance. 


Research Grants are intended to defray actual direct 
costs (subject to some limitation as to rates) attribu- 
table to a project. No provision is made for income for 
the principal investigators or for overhead costs of 
universities. 
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Applications for amounts in excess of $10,000 will be 
submitted to Council atits March, June and December 
meetings. Deadlines for applications to be presented 
at these meetings are October 15th for the March 
meeting, January 15th for the June meeting and July 
15th for the December meeting. 


All applications for Research Grants must be sub- 
mitted on the appropriate Canada Council form. 
Applicants are urged to read carefully the Guide to 
Applicants before filling out the form. 


The Council is prepared to support projects over a 
number of years subject to annual evaluation of 
progress. In the case of projects which are found to 
be of undisputed merit, the Council is also prepared 
to award grants with a commitment of support for a 
period of up to three years, with further support being 
contingent upon evaluation of progress. 


The Council sends each application to individual 
specialists chosen for their expertise on the topic or 
field of research presented in the proposal. Referees 
named by the applicant may also be consulted. The 
Council makes its decision on the basis of the confi- 
dential evaluations received from the assessors 
together with the advice of a broadly representative 
panel of academic advisers which reviews projects 
in the light of both the assessors’ opinions and 
Council policies.

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Negotiated Grants 


The Canada Council is prepared to support, through 
its Negotiated Grants, significant research and 
editorial programs undertaken by groups of scholars 
over a period of years. Two types of awards are made 
under this program: 

Program Grants, for a program of research aimed at 
a clear-cut research goal, being wider in scope than 
a project, involving a longer period of time and 
consisting of several interdependent projects; 

Major Editorial Grants, for the research, editing and 
publication of a clearly defined corpus of material 
(e.g. critical edition, dictionary, atlas) requiring long- 
term commitment and support on the part of the 
scholars, the institution, the publishers and the 
Canada Council. 


Negotiated Grants will be awarded on a competitive 
basis and will be negotiated by the Canada Council 
with the researchers and their institution(s). To qualify 
for a Negotiated Grant, researchers must be full-time 
members of the faculty of any eligible institution and 
Canadian citizens or landed immigrants of two years 
standing who are resident in Canada. Institutions will 
be considered eligible if they are recognized by law 
as a university or if they have the authority to confer 
degrees at the B.A. level or above. In the case of 
Major Editorial Grants, a Canadian university press 
may apply as the sponsoring institution. 


Applications must be made through the President or 
chief executive officer of the institution. Before sub- 
mitting a formal application, researchers are request- 
ed to send a letter of intent, describing in general 
terms the program of research. Discussions between 
Council staff and the researchers will follow and the 
formal application will then be submitted through the 
institution. Site visits will usually be organized as 
part of the assessment procedure. 





Negotiated Grants may provide for the following ex- 
penses, all budget items being subject to negotiation: 


salaries of principal investigators, visiting fellows, 
research associates, post-doctoral fellows, research 
assistants and other personnel such as clerks, 
typists, etc.; 

costs of technical services (including computer time); 
research material such as books, periodicals, micro- 
films and manuscripts when they are directly related 
to the research or editorial program; 

conferences, seminars and newsletters; 

disposable supplies; 

travel and living costs; 

publication costs (for Major Editorial Projects only). 


While letters of intent will be received at any time 
during the year, formal applications must be sub- 
mitted by July 1st. Applicants should be aware of the 
fact that a minimum of two months is normally 
required between the Canada Council’s staff visit and 
the submission of the formal application. Grants will 
be announced annually in April.

General Research Grants 


General Research Grants are available to Canadian 
universities to enable them to meet certain require- 
ments of their teaching staff, such as costs of travel 
to conferences and small research expenses. These 
block grants replace all Travel Grants and Research 
Grants of less than $1,500 previously awarded by the 
Council directly to scholars for the same purposes, 
and will enable the universities to allocate the funds 
according to their own policies and priorities. 
Universities should submit their application by 
January 1 of each year. Grants will be announced 

in April. 


General Research Grants will be made on a formula 
basis according to 1) the number of full-time faculty 
in the Humanities and Social Sciences and 2) the 
average annual amount in Canada Council Research 
Grants and Leave Fellowships received by the institu- 
tion’s faculty in the Humanities and Social Sciences 
over the last three years.

Aid to Scholarly Publication 


Learned Journals 

Under its general program of aid to the Humanities 
and Social Sciences, the Canada Council makes 
sustaining grants to Canadian learned journals in 
this field. 


Grants are awarded on the basis of quality, and the 


size of a grant is determined with the aid of a formula. 


To be eligible for such awards, journals must have a 
field of interest within the Humanities and Social 
Sciences, although the Council may, as a matter of 
exception, consider periodicals which are partially 
concerned with other areas of activity. Journals must 
also be published and edited in Canada, have a regu- 
lar schedule of publication and meet a number of 
other conditions as to content, sponsorship and 
purpose. 


The Council considers applications once a year. It 
has set September 1, 1976, as the deadline for the 
receipt of applications for grants in 1977. 


The details of this program are being revised anda 
new description and modified application form are 
being prepared. These documents will be issued as 
soon as they are approved by the Council. In the 
meantime, applicants may use the existing 
application form.

Occasional conferences 

The Council is continuing its program of aid to 
scholarly conferences held within Canada. However, 
the amount of aid available is severely limited by 
budgetary constraints. The following conditions are 
now attached to the program: 

The Council can provide only partial support for the 
transportation and subsistence of invited participants. 
The primary purpose of assistance is to enable Cana- 
dian scholars from different universities to take part 
in such conferences. 

Conferences should be intended for the exchange and 
discussion of research findings in the Humanities and 
Social Sciences. 

To avery limited extent, the Council can assist the 
participation of foreign scholars who would make an 
essential contribution to the proceedings. 

The sponsor should normally be a learned society or 
university. 

In most cases Conference Grants will not exceed 
$3,000, and the Council’s contribution to the cost of 
subsistence (including meals and lodging) will not 
exceed $30 per day for an invited participant.

¢ Grants for Cultural Exchanges to Canadian univer- 
sities and cultural organizations, under which distin- 
guished scholars and artists in any discipline from 
Belgium, Brazil, Czechoslovakia, Denmark, Finland, 
France, the Federal Republic of Germany, Great 
Britain, Hungary, Italy, lvory Coast, Japan, Luxem- 
bourg, Mexico, the Netherlands, Norway, Poland, 
Rumania, Senegal, Sweden, Switzerland and 
Yugoslavia may be invited to Canada by Canadian 
universities and cultural organizations to lecture and 
teach. 


e Scholarships to nationals of France; Fellowships and 
Scholarships to nationals of Belgium, Brazil, Finland, 
the Federal Republic of Germany, Hungary, Iran, Italy,

e Grants for Research in France offered to Canadian 
Scholars in the Humanities and Social Sciences, 
offered annually to Canadian university professors 
who intend to conduct research at the post-doctoral 
level in a French university or institute.

under which Canadian universities may invite Soviet 
scholars to lecture or conduct research in Canada, 
and Canadian scholars may be received by Soviet 
institutions of higher learning as lecturers or re- 
searchers, in accordance with the 1972 agreement 
on cultural exchanges.

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Background Note 
on the Canada Council 











The Canada Council, created by an Act of Parliament 
in 1957 to promote the arts, the humanities and the 
social sciences, carries out its work mainly through a 
broad program of fellowships and grants. The Council 
also shares responsibility for Canada’s cultural 
relations with other countries, and administers the 
Canadian Commission for Unesco and special pro- 
grams financed by private donations. 


The Council sets its own policies and makes its own 
decisions within the terms of the Canada Council Act. 
It reports to Parliament through the Secretary of State 
and appears before the Standing Committee on Broad- 
casting, Films and Assistance to the Arts. 


The Canada Council itself consists of a Chairman, 
Vice-Chairman and 19 other members, all of whom 
are appointed by the Government of Canada. They 
meet four or five times a year in Ottawa, where the 
Canada Council offices are located. The Council is 
assisted by a permanent staff and by numerous out- 
side advisers, consulted individually or in juries, 
committees and consultative groups. It receives : 
assistance in developing its policies and programs 
from two main consultative bodies, the Advisory Arts 
Panel and the Advisory Academic Panel. 


An annual grant from Parliament is the Council’s most 
important source of income, augmented by income 
from the Endowment Fund established by Parliament 
in 1957. The Council has also received substantial 
amounts in private donations and bequests for 
specific purposes. 
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Other Canada Council Programs 


Art Bank: Under this program, the Canada Council 
purchases works by professional Canadian artists for 
rental to departments and agencies of the Federal 
Government. 


Art Galleries: The Council provides grants to public 
art galleries, cooperative galleries and print work- 
shops. For information, write to the Arts Division. 


Artists: A descriptive brochure, Aid to Artists, is avail- 
able from the Arts Awards Service, The Canada 
Council. 


Artists-in-Residence: Each year the Council sponsors 
a limited number of artists in residence within a defin- 
able community. Among possible communities would 
be universities, municipalities, cultural organizations 
or industries. The objective of the program is to 
provide a creative presence within the community 
which will be beneficial both to the artists and to the 
community. 


Arts Organizations: The Council offers operating 
grants and special project grants to professional arts 
organizations. These forms of assistance are flexible 
and vary with each art form. For information, write to 
the Arts Division, giving as much detail as possible 
about the kind of assistance desired. 


Canadian Music: For information about support for 
commissioning and publication of musical works by 
Canadian composers, write to the Arts Division. 


Explorations: The Explorations Program offers grants 
to encourage new and developing forms of creativity, 
research, participation and diffusion of the arts, 


humanities and social sciences. For information, 
write to the Explorations Program. 


Film and Video: The Council offers grants to film- 
makers and video artists through the Aid to Artist 
programs as well as production grants to individuals, 
groups and organizations. For information write, 
giving as much detail as possible about the kind of 
assistance desired, to the Arts Division. 


Public Readings by Canadian Writers: Art galleries, 
museums, libraries and post-secondary institutions 
may apply to the Council for assistance in inviting 
published Canadian writers to give public readings of 
their work. For information, write to the Arts Division. 


Publication and Translation: The Council offers grants 
to Canadian-owned publishers for the publication or 
translation of a wide range of books. In addition, the 
Council purchases books from Canadian-owned pub- 
lishers for distribution to Canadian groups and insti- 
tutions. Funds are also available for literary and arts 
periodicals, learned journals and for the publication 
of scholarly manuscripts in the humanities and social 
sciences.

Touring Office: Through the Touring Office, the 
Council provides subsidies, technical assistance and 
support services to encourage and coordinate touring 
by Canadian performing artists and companies to 
make their performances accessible to a wider 
audience. . ;

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Introduction

various forms of assistance offered by the Canada 
Council in the Humanities and Social Sciences, 

and to set out in general terms the conditions under 
which scholarships, fellowships and grants are 
made. Prospective candidates are requested to read 
it carefully, paying special attention to eligibility 
requirements in relation to the type of assistance 
they need, and to the deadlines where applicable. 


Disciplines 

The Council’s programs of scholarships, fellowships 
and grants extend to undertakings of an interdis- 
ciplinary nature, but not to those which are more 
closely identified with the physical and biological 
sciences or with professional training.

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The Canada Council, the National Research Council 
and the Medical Research Council are each pre- 
pared to entertain applications for support of inter- 
disciplinary projects which overlap their individual 
jurisdictions. Applicants may submit their proposals 
to whichever of the Councils they consider to have 
a major interest in the research, in the knowledge 
that, whenever necessary, there will be discussion 
among the Councils to ensure that provision is 


made for adequate assessment and possible funding. 


In the case of psychology the Council shares the 
broad field with the Medical Research Council and 
the National Research Council, the respective 
areas of support of each being defined in an agreed 
Tri-Council statement which may be obtained from 
the Canada Council. 


In the case of geography the Canada Council ex- 
pects that projects and studies closely related to the 
earth sciences will be presented to the National 
Research Council. 


Research in such fields as computer science, mathe- 
matics and engineering is supported by the National 
Research Council, unless there is clear and imme- 
diate relevance to the Humanities and Social 
Sciences. 


Studies in physical education are supported by the 
Canada Council when the program of study or 
research is concerned with the Humanities and 
Social Sciences. 


Research and studies on the history of science, the 
philosophy of science, the sociology of science or 
the study of science policy are supported by the 
Canada Council. 


While the Arts Division of the Canada Council offers

The Queen’s Fellowships 

To commemorate the 1973 visit to Canada of Queen 
Elizabeth II, the Government of Canada established 
an endownment fund for fellowships in Canadian 
studies. Three Special M.A. Scholarship applicants 
are selected for these fellowships.

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Research Grants 


The Council awards grants to promote advanced 
research in the Humanities and Social Sciences. 
The Research Grants Program is designed primarily 
to meet the needs of career scholars in Canadian 
universities but grants are also available to private 
scholars. Applicants for Research Grants must 

be either Canadian citizens or landed immigrants. 


Research Grants are offered in support of a coherent 
project with a clearly stated objective and a well de- 
fined plan for reaching that objective. Research tools 
such as concordances or bibliographies may be 
supported if the research element in their production 
is clearly established and if they are judged to be 

of sufficient merit and utility. 


Research Grants are given only in support of inde- 
pendent research initiated by a scholar or a group of 
scholars. The principal investigator must apply on 
his own behalf and not on behalf of or in the name of 
an institution. Contractual or commissioned 
research does not qualify for support. Nor are 
Research Grants given for work undertaken as part 
of an applicant’s formal program of studies leading 
to a degree. The range of research qualifying for 
support generally embraces the various branches of 
the Humanities and Social Sciences including 
interdisciplinary projects. 


Research Grants are not given for the following 
purposes: preparation of a text-book, reader, hand- 
book or manual of instruction; compilation of lists, 
indexes or previously published statistical material; 
popularization of scholarly works; courses of study, 
study tours or language learning. 


Costs relating to translation and publication cannot 
be met under this program. (See A/d to Scholarly 
Publication on page 13 and Publication and 
Translation on page 21.) 


The Council is willing to entertain proposals whose 
primary focus is the development or systematization 
of knowledge in various fields. However, proposals 
whose primary purpose is professional development, 
curriculum development or the preparation of 
material for teaching purposes will only be consid- 
ered if they have foreseeable theoretical importance. 


Research Grants are intended to defray actual direct 
costs (subject to some limitation as to rates) attri- 
butable to a project. No provision is made for 
income for the principal investigators or for over- 
head costs of universities. 
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Applications for amounts over $10,000 will be sub- 
mitted to Council at its March, June and December 
meetings. Deadlines for applications to be pre- 
sented at these meetings are October 15 for the 
March meeting, January 15th for the June meet- 
ing and July 15th for the December meeting. 


All applications for Research Grants must be sub- 
mitted on the appropriate Canada Council form. 
Applicants are urged to read carefully the Guide for 
Applicants before filling out the form. 


The Council is prepared to support projects over a 
number of years subject to annual evaluation of 
progress. In the case of projects which are found to 
be of undisputed merit, the Council is also prepared 
to award grants with a commitment of support fora 
period of up to three years, with further support 
being contingent upon evaluation of progress. 


The Council sends each application to individual 
specialists chosen for their expertise on the topic 
or field of research presented in the proposal. 
Referees named by the applicant may also be 
consulted. The Council makes its decision on the 
basis of the confidential evaluations received 

from the assessors together with the advice of a 
broadly representative panel of academic advisers 
which reviews projects in the light of both the 
assessors’ opinions and Council policies.

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Negotiated Grants 


The Canada Council is prepared to support, through 
its Negotiated Grants, significant research and 
editorial programs undertaken by groups of scholars 
over a period of years. Two types of awards are 
made under this program. 

Program Grants, for a program of research aimed at 
a clear-cut research goal, being wider in scope than 
a project, involving a longer period of time and 
consisting of several interdependent projects; 

Major Editorial Grants, for the research, editing and 
publication of a clearly defined corpus of material 
(e.g. critical edition, dictionary, atlas) requiring long- 
term commitment and support on the part of the 
scholars, the institution, the publishers and the 
Canada Council. 


Negotiated Grants will be awarded on a competitive 
basis and will be negotiated by the Canada Council 
with the researchers and their institution(s). To 
qualify for a Negotiated Grant, researchers must be 
full-time members of the faculty of any eligible 
institution and Canadian citizens or landed immi- 
grants of two years standing who are resident 

in Canada. Eligible institutions are usually Canadian 
universities, although in the case of major editorial 
projects, they may also be university presses. They 
must be able to assure a strong institutional base 


and long-term commitment to the project. Institutions 
must also be able to provide release time for the 
researchers, research training for graduate students, 
space and materials, and library and archival 
services. 


Applications must be made through the President or 
chief executive officer of the institution. Before sub- 
mitting a formal application, researchers are re- 
quested to send a letter of intent, describing in general 
terms the program of research. Discussions between 
Council staff and the researchers will follow, and the 
formal application will then be submitted through the 
institution. Site visits will usually be organized as 
part of the assessment procedure. 
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Negotiated Grants may provide for the following 
expenses, all budget items being subject to 
negotiation: 

salaries of principal investigators, visiting fellows, 
research associates, post-doctoral fellows, research 
assistants and other personnel such as clerks, 
typists, etc.; 

costs of technical services (including computer 
time); 

research material such as books, periodicals, micro- 
films and manuscripts when they are directly related 
to the research or editorial program; 

conferences, seminars and newsletters; 

disposable supplies; 

travel and living costs; 

publication costs (for Major Editorial Projects only). 


While letters of intent will be received at any time 
during the year, formal applications must be sub- 
mitted by July 1st. Applicants should be aware of the 
fact that a minimum of three months is normally 
required between the Canada Council’s staff visit 
and the submission of the formal application. Grants 
are announced annually in April.

General Research Grants 


General Research Grants are available to Canadian 
universities to enable them to meet certain require- 
ments of their teaching staff, such as costs of travel 
to conferences and small research expenses. These 
block grants replace all Travel Grants and small Re- 
search Grants (less than $1,500) previously awarded 
by the Council directly to scholars for the same 
purposes, and will enable the universities to allocate 
the funds according to their own policies and 
priorities. Universities should submit their applica- 
tion by January 1 of each year. Grants will be 
announced in April. 


General Research Grants will be made on a formula 
basis according to 1) the number of full-time faculty 
in the Humanities and Social Sciences and 2) the 
average annual amount in Canada Council Research 
Grants and Leave Fellowships received by the 
institution’s faculty in the Humanities and Social 
Sciences over the last three years.

Learned Journals 

Under its general program of aid to the Humanities 
and Social Sciences, the Canada Council makes 
sustaining grants to Canadian learned journals in 
this field. 


Grants are awarded on the basis of quality, and the 
size of a grant is determined with the aid of a 
formula. To be eligible for such awards, journals 
must have a field of interest within the Humanities 
and Social Sciences, although the Council may, 

as a matter of exception, consider periodicals which 
are partially concerned with other areas of activity. 
Journals must also be published and edited in 
Canada, have a regular schedule of publication and 
meet a number of other conditions as to content, 
sponsorship and purpose. 


The Council considers applications once a year. It 
has set September 1, 1977, as the deadline for the 
receipt of applications for grants in 1978.

Scholarly Manuscripts 

The Council also assists the publication of scholarly 
manuscripts through block grants made to the 
Humanities Research Council of Canada and the 
Social Science Federation of Canada (formerly 
Social Science Research Council of Canada) for 
programs administered directly by these organiza- 
tions.

Occasional Conferences 

The Council is continuing its program of aid to 
scholarly conferences held within Canada. However, 
the amount of aid available is severely limited by 
budgetary constraints. The following conditions are 
attached to the program: 

The Council can provide only partial support for the 
transportation and subsistence of invited 
participants. 

The primary purpose of assistance is to enable 
Canadian scholars from different universities to take 
part in such conferences. 

Conferences should be intended for the exchange 
and discussion of research findings in the 
Humanities and Social Sciences. 

To avery limited extent, the Council can assist the 
participation of foreign scholars who would make 
an essential contribution to the proceedings. 

The sponsor should normally be a learned society 
Or university. 

In most cases Conference Grants will not exceed 
$3,000, and the Council’s contribution to the cost of 
subsistence (including meals and lodging) will not 
exceed $30 per day for an invited participant.

A limited number of grants are available for inter- 
national travel of Canadians elected to serve as 
senior officers or board members of international 
nongovernmental organizations concerned with 
the arts, humanities and social sciences. 


The program is concerned with the management of 
international scholarly or artistic activities. Grants 
will not be given for Canadian participation in 
symposia or congresses whose primary purpose is 
to advance exchange of knowledge and the 
professional competence of participants. 


The grants provide economy air fare and a per diem 
for the duration of the meeting. 


Applications should be submitted by the president 
or secretary of the Canadian organization 
concerned. The deadlines for applications are 
September 1, for announcement in mid-October, 
and January 15, for announcement in early March.

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Killam Program 


The Killam Scholarships are intended to support 
scholars of exceptional ability engaged in research 
projects of far-reaching significance. The program 
comprises three categories of support: 


|.W. Killam Memorial Scholarships in Science, 
Engineering and Medicine, which are awards of high 
prestige, are intended both to honour and assist 
distinguished Canadian scholars in the fields of 
science, engineering and medicine; 


Senior Research Scholarships, which support 
research in the humanities and social sciences, 
interdisciplinary studies within either the humanities 
and social sciences or the physical and biological 
sciences, or studies linking any of the sciences, 
medicine or engineering with any of the humanities 
or sociai sciences; and 


Post-Doctoral Research Scholarships, which are 
designed to foster interdisciplinary research in any 
field of study by young scholars who wish to 
broaden their area of specialization through 
extending their interests into another discipline, 
although projects which are not interdisciplinary 
are also eligible for support. 


The Killam Scholarships are awarded annually on 
a competitive basis.

The Canada Council promotes and administers 
international exchanges in the humanities and social 
sciences between Canadian and foreign scholars 
through its regular programs of assistance (i.e., 
Leave and Doctoral Fellowships, Research Grants, 
Killam Scholarships and Conference Grants) and 

its special exchange programs with the Academy of 
Sciences of the USSR, the Centre national de la 
recherche scientifique of France and the Japan 
Society for the Promotion of Science. 


The Canada Council also administers part of the 
Department of External Affairs program of academic 
exchanges between Canada and certain countries. 


Grants to Canadian Universities for Visiting Foreign 
Professors, under which distinguished scholars in 
any discipline from Algeria, Argentina, Australia, 
Belgium, Brazil, Czechoslovakia, Denmark, Finland, 
France, Federal Republic of Germany, Great

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Background Note 
on the Canada Council 


The Canada Council, created by an Act of Parliament 
in 1957 to promote the arts, the humanities and the 
social sciences, carries out its work mainly through a 
broad program of fellowships and grants. The 
Council also shares responsibility for Canada’s 
cultural relations with other countries, and 
administers the Canadian Commission for UNESCO 
and special programs financed by private donations. 


The Council sets its own policies and makes its own 
decisions within the terms of the Canada Council 
Act. It reports to Parliament through the Secretary of 
State and appears before the Standing Committee 
on Broadcasting, Films and Assistance to the Arts. 


The Canada Council itself consists of a Chairman, 
Vice-Chairman and 19 other members, all of whom 
are appointed by the Government of Canada. They 
meet four or five times a year in Ottawa, where the 
Canada Council offices are located. The Council is 
assisted by a permanent staff and by numerous out- 
side advisers, consulted individually or in juries, 
committees and consultative groups. It receives 
assistance in developing its policies and programs 
from two main consultative bodies, the Advisory Arts 
Panel and the Advisory Academic Panel. 


An annual grant from Parliament is the Council’s 
most important source of income, augmented by 
income from the Endowment Fund established by 
Parliament in 1957. The Council has also received 
substantial amounts in private donations and 
bequests for specific purposes. 


Other Canada Council Programs 


Art Bank: Under this program, the Canada Council 
purchases works by professional Canadian artists for 
rental to departments and agencies of the Federal 
Government. 


Art Galleries: The Council provides grants to public 
art galleries, cooperative galleries and print work- 
shops. For information, write to the Arts Division. 


Artists: A descriptive brochure, Aid to Artists, is 
available from the Arts Awards Service. 


Artists-in-Residence: Each year the Council sponsors 
a limited number of artists in residence within a 
definable community. Among possible communities 
would be universities, municipalities, cultural 
organizations or industries. The objective of the 
program is to provide a creative presence within 

the community which will be beneficial both to the 
artists and to the community.
